In  order  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  interested  employees  some  of 
the  "Home  Study  Courses"  on  Highway  Engineering  and  related  subjects  that  are 
available  through  major  universities  and  colleges  of  the  country,  the  following 
listing  has  been  compiled. 

The  compilation  is  on  the  following  two  levels: 

1»     High  School  Courses;     These  courses  are  of  general  interest  to 
employees  who  have  not  had  the  advantage  of  completing  their  high  school  work 
or  having  completed  high  school,  desire  additional  education  at  this  level* 

2*     College  level  Gourse_s;     These  courses  may  carry  college  credits 
and  are  especially  attractive  to  young  men  who  may  be  able  to  attend  college 
at  some  future  time.     Normally  they  may  be  pursued  by  a  graduate  of  any 
accredited  high  school  providing  the   student  has  the  proper  prerequisites. 
Students  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  over  who  do  not  have  the  usual  entrance 
credits  may  sometimes  register  for  courses  provided  they  give   satisfactory 
evidence  that  they  are  prepared  to  pursue  successfully  the  courses  desired. 

Most  institutions  which  offer  advanced  courses  in  a  subject  also 
offer  elementary  courses  in  the   same  or  similar  subjects* 

All  of  the   information  contained  in  this  booklet  is  as  nearly  accurate 
as  recent  available   information  allows;   however,   they  are  all  subject  to  change 
as  individual  and  collective  conditions  warrant. 

The  cost  or  fees  for  home   study  courses  are  normally  payable  In 
advance  and  Include  registration,   supplies,  postage .  examination  fees, 
textbooks  and  correspondence   study  fees. 

Upon  successful  completion  of  a  home   study  course,  the   student  is 
issued  a  "Certificate  of  Completion5"  indicating  credit  earned  and  the  grade. 

It  is  recommended  that  these   courses  be  used  as  a  supplement  to, 
rather  than  a  substitute  for,   the  I,   C.    S.  methods  of  engineering  education,,
